Dr. Jenkins will speak to the parents and teachers on “The Educational Pro¬ 
gram Planned For Your Children.” He will discuss the actual policies, programs, 
procedures and services, including curriculum, grouping and testing, which insure 
quality education for Sierra Madre children. 

A question and answer period will follow and Dr. Jenkins will welcome ques¬ 
tions along any line with regard to the educational program of the Pasadena 
Uriified School District.
